THE SANTA FEK HOSPITAL. 


The City Not Yet Waked Up in the 
Matter. 
“Dr. Tremaine,” said a Timms man yes- 
terday to the medical director of the Santa 
Fé system on this coast, “how is that plan 
for a $40,000 cailroad hospital coming on?“ 
“There is no change in the situation since 
I saw you last. I have received no offers of 
sites in this city, though there are plenty of 
very liberal ones from other points on the 
road. Several growing towns in Southern 
Calffornia are anxious to secure so Import- 
ant and so ornamental an institution. A 
prominent * Diegan said to me yester- 
d ‘Doctor, if you will locate the hospital 
in San Diego. we will not only ou the 
land, but we'll also put up the io 
you. That’s the way we do th ings dew 
there.’ My own opinion is that Ir 
geles, is the best place for it, being 
the ntral 4 at which all our lines 
converge. It has many other points in its 
favor. The case, however, stands just thus; 
The building of this hospital is not a 
money-making scheme. ‘The Santa Fé 
Company builds the hospital out of its own 
pocket for the benefit ef its employés. In 
other words, it t some of the money it 
has made for the benefit of those who 
helped 1 make it. The building will 
cost about $40,000. When finished it is; 
supposed to be self-sustaining, by the con- 
tri ations of the employés, who pay 2% 
cents a month apiece for its support. If 
there is any deficiency, however, the 
company makes it good. Now, if it werea 
depot we were building, the company 
would go and buy a site, even at pres- 
ent Los Angeles prices. Or it this 
were the only hospital we had to 
build we might do the same. But 
there are eight x itals to erect in dif- 
ferent parts of the cuuntry. tribntary 
to our system; and — * the circumstances 
the company does not feel that it can afford 
buy one or two acres in the heart of Los 
Angeles at ruling figares, The consequence 
is that, unless eit as sites are offered here, 
the company. will accept some one of the } 
outside locations which are offered. I think

THE BENHAYON CASE. 


Two Verdicts Keturned — Dimmig 
Held for Murder. 

SAN FRaNcisco, Nov. 18.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the inquest tonight m 
the case of Henry Benhayon, whose death 
occurred on or about October 23d, three 
witnesses, Frank A. Brooks, a dentistry 
student, H. M. Vaughan, a photographer, 
and Dr. I. S. Leek were examined. Their 
testimony was of minor importance. 

The jury returned at 8:30 after an hour's 
deliberation, stating that they were unable 
to agree on a unanimous verdict, and there- 
fore would submit majority and minority 
reports. The majority report, which was 
signed by seven jurymen, was to the effect 
that Henry Benhayon came to his death by 
means of cyanide of potassium; that the 
cyanide was administered by other than his 
own hands. While the evidence,” says 
this report, which has been brought before 
us is not sufficiently conclusive to enable us 
to charge any particular individual with 
the crime, we do believe that it is suf- 
ficiently conclusive to justify the holding of 


John A. Dimmig until his innocence of any 


connection with the crime is proven.“ 
The minority 8 which was signed 
by Jurymen Baldwin and Currier, is to the 
ect that the minority are unable to deter- 
mine whether Benhayon administered the 
poison himself, or whether it was adminis- 
tered by other hand.

The sewerage arrangements 
were not what they should be, but the Board 
of. Supervisors should not be too severely 
censured until all the facts were known. 
The reason why the board had not taken 
some action in the matter before was be- 
cause they were waiting to see what the 
city would doin the matter of sewerage. 
He understood that the system contem- 
olated a main sewer on the east bank of 


the river, as well as on the 
west, and if that was the case 
the whole matter would be arranged 


just as soon as the sewer commission pre- 
sented its report.
